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And be it Enacted, That for the purpose of forming a Register of all 
persons entitled to vote at the Election of a Member or Members to 
serve in Parliament for any county or town in Ireland, the Clerk of 
the Peace in each county shall, on or before the Twentieth day of July in 
the present year, make out in the Form given in Schedule (A.) Number i , 
to this Act annexed, or as near thereto as may be, a correct parochial 
alphabetical list of the names of all persons in each barony and half- 
barony within each division of his county, who shall then have been

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That if a Dissolution of the pre- 
sent Parliament shall take place after the passing of this Act, but before 
the day upon and from which the Register of Voters to be first made 
by virtue of this Act shall begin to be in force, in such case such persons 
only shall be entitled to vote in the Election of a Member or Members 
to serve in a new Parliament for any county or town, as would be entitled 
to vote at the time of such Election if this Act had not been passed ; 
and such persons shall be entitled to vote in such Election, although 
they may not be registered according to the provisions of this Act, any 
thing herein contained notwithstanding; and the Returning Officer shall 
proceed in such Election in all respects as as if this Act had not been 
passed.
